Whatever may be the consénsus of Amer-
ican apinlon us to the future of these Isl-
ands, a stedy of the present situation re-
veals the soundness of the president’s pol-
ey in deferring the seftiement of the Phil-
ippine gquestion until it shill, have been
cleared of perplexities that are ininregl to
the interests of hoth eountries concerned.”*

BIGGER AND FASTER BATTLESHIPS,

Yesterday's dispatches announced that
the question of plans and specifications for
the three new battleships provided for in
the naval programme had been reopened
with a view to making the s=hipz both
larger and faster than was originally in-
tended. There will be a good deal of =at-
Isfaction over this announcement, for if
the present war has taught us any
sonf at all it has taught us the advantage
of speed combined with power.

In all the speculation concerning a possi-
ble meeting between cur fleet and that un-
der Admiral Cervera, prior to the'latter’s
entrance {nto Bantingo harbor, It was very
generally admitted that the Spanish ships,
or several of them at lea=t, would have a
decided advantage in point of speed, and

| that If the meeting took plaece in the open

=efa It was quite possible that several of the
Spanish ships would escape simply through
thelr superior travellng capaclty. When
the test came, 1in &pite of the foct that the
hud to come out of a blockaded
harboar, the rapid Cristobal Colon almost
mide her escape, and probably would hoave
glven us the silp but for the exceptional
speed developed by the Oregon when rapidi-
1ty wis most needed,

It i#s proposed 1o make the new =hips
larger than any now in the navy, giving
them about 13060 tons displacement, with a
muximum speed of at least eightecn knots.
Such an addition to the navy would vastly
firengthen its fighting capuacity, and un-
drer certain clreumstances  the  additional
strength  dnd now - contemplated
might bring about an otherwise doubtful
victory.

But the navy department does not need
to rely wholly upon the lessons of the pros-
ent war In urging these changes In plans.
A measurement of forelgn navies would
sugrest the great expediency of such im-
provements in our new shipe of the tirst
Grent Britain has nine battleships
of 1490 1on= each, with a speed of seventeen
andone-half knots,and clght of almost equal
tonnage muking the same tlme, and is bhuild-
Ing three of 15000 tons to have n speed of
ejghtecn knots, France has seven ships of
10,000 tons  ar more. with eapacitles rung-
ing from to  elghteen  knots,
Ttaly has two, Germany three and Russia
of making from
seventeen and one-half to eighteen knots,
and Russia is building 1wo additional ships
to have a rate of elghteen knots.

the farmers still believe that the gold dol-
lar 1s “appreciating in value” they ought
to have lost their fear of “appreciating”
dollars when they get more of those dol-
lars for their products than they did two
YEATS URO.

This urgument that prices had fallen be-
ciause silver had been demonetized and
would keep on falllng until the gold stand-
ani was given up wa® one great cause of
the strength of Bryanlem among the farm-
ers—especially those Western farmers who
had suffered the most from the decline in
price=. That argument has been disproved
by the Inexorable logic of facts. Therefore
the Bryanite stump speakers this fald will
be unable to us much of the material they
used in 1865, If they venture 1o talk of
sllver and wheat as rising and falling to-
gether they will be laughed at. If they
ussert that prices cannot advance under
the gold standard every farmer will con-
tradict them. What can those stumpers

Iiberty and the pursuits of happiness. Muny
of the people of the beautiful suburb of
Park Ridge last week gave their approval
to an ordinance which declared that a Jdog
found gullty of walking on the strect un-
accompanisd by his master shall be sub-
Ject to n fine of from $1 to $25, payallz by
his ewner. In default of payment presum-
ably the dog will be arrested, tried and con-
demned to the pound.

It I= not charged that the Park Ridge dox
s worse than any other dog or thit Ie is
mad—although that ordinance i caiculated
to make him so—or that he do=s no* hehnve
with proper dignity in publie. Il: i= be-
lleved to have established a reputation for
discernment in the matter of tramps and
beggars. He is both ornamental and vss
ful. Yet he is amenable to a fine eimply
for appearing on the street without his
master: martial law has been declared
against him.

The onily reason must be, not that he is
a wrongdoer, but that he is a dog. Park
Ridge has declared agninst the species and
very likely other towns will follow suit. The
tdict may he universal that the dogs have
had their days and that now they shall not
have even their nights. What Park Ridge
serms (0 WaNt i an automobile, pneumatic-
tire dog. warranted not to bark, bite or
steal chickens.

A Gauge of National Progress.
From the Philadelphia Press.

There is no such gauge of national
progress as war. [t tests the capacity of
a peoaple to the utmost, brings out all their
resources and enubles &n exact measure
of their strength and capabilities to be
taken.

The present war with Spailn s a2 meas-
ure of the growth of the nation in the
thirty-three vears which have passed since
the close of the war for the Union. It tock
two vears for the country to get ready to
fight In the ‘#0s. It was 1563 before we
really began the contest. In 1898 wa were
fighting ten days after war was declared
and the contest is likely to be finished in
four months after it began. We had grown
In strength and capacity to such a degree
that a month’s work counts now for as
much as a year's work a generation back.

It is not only in material resources that
the American people have grown. They
have grown equally in quickness of intel-
lect sand largeness of mental grasp. It
needed twenty-four months to educate the
people to the probable results of the war
for the Union. Ewven after Lincoln had is-
sued his proclamation freeing the slaves
a majority of Northern people were still
hesitating. But in three months the peo-
ple have grasped the scope of the war
with Spain and are ready to decide on its
results.

There are other ways In which the war
has marked time for the American people.
But test of thelr growth in material
resources and mental grasp it has fur-
nished abundant evidence.
